Matthew DelGrosso, fundraising co-ordinator of 
the HPE County Unit of the Canadian Cancer So- 
ciety, was in charge of tallying the funds and num- 
ber of walkers; there was 70 walkers, 18 of whom 
were breast cancer survivors. 

“All funds raised go to breast cancer research,” 
DelGrosso said, adding that the average research 
project costs between $130,000 and $180,000 a year 
and can go on for many years.

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New aquatics centre must be a priority 


On Sept. 27, the QACC held a public forum for citizens and 
the candidates for Belleville City Council to discuss the need 
for an aquatics facility to be built in the City. The meeting 
was well attended by citizens and a large majority of candi- 
dates for councillor positions. Neil Ellis was the only mayoral 
candidate who attended the meeting. 

Following a public forum, in which citizens eloquently and 
passionately outlined the urgent need for an aquatics facility 
fora wide range of reasons relating to health, fitness and safety, 
most candidates acknowledged that there is a crisis in terms 
of the availiblility of aquatics facilities for all swimming and 
therapeutic programs in Belleville. Many candidates agreed 
that building a new state-of-the-art aquatics facility should be 
a priority for the newly-elected council but movement on the 
project would be dependent on financial considerations. 

Neil Ellis stated that with sufficient grants from higher lev- 
els of government, and hard work and commitment on the 
part of businesses, organizations and City Council, “a facil- 
ity could be completed in three years.” Councillor candidates

aquatics centre was needed in Belleville and could be consid- 
ered a priority. 

According to the QACC chair, Bev Shepherd, “The QACC 
believes that a new aquatics facility should not be a burden on 
taxpayers. We think an aquatics centre must be a priority and 
will be achieved in a financially prudent manner.” 

Shepherd points to the grant monies that have just been 
announced by the federal government, $10 billion to go to- 
wards building new recreational facilities. As much of two- 
thirds of the capital costs of buidling new facilities have been 
covered by the federal and provincial levels of government in 
the recent past, in Peterborough, for instance. 

“The questions is: ‘is Belleville going to be ready to access 
this money?’” says Shepherd. “We know that Quinte West 
is prepared. Belleville City Council must demonstrate the po- 
litical will to make this happen and we must work together 
to take the necessary steps to get ready for grant monies that 
are going to be available sooner than later.” 

According to the QACC, the steps are as follows: 1) Bel- 
leville City Council should form an Aquatics Centre Com- 
mittee of Council consisting of both councillors and members

Marmora — Having served a three-year 
term on Marmora and Lake Council, 
Milton Stephens is vying for a second 
term, one of five candidates for three 
positions. He views the upcoming four- 
year term as “more time to do what we 
want to do.” 

Stephens is a businessman, operat- 
ing Stephens Farm Equipment for the 
past 20 years. He was born and raised 
in Campellford, but has been a resident 
of Marmora since 1980. He is a member 
of the board of directors of the Marmora 
Crowe Valley Lions Club and the Mar- 
mora Royal Canadian Legion. 

During this term, Stephens has served 
on the CPAC (policing) committee, Com- 
munity Concerns, Parks & Recreation, and 
the committee that meets to review sev- 
erances and minor variances.

Development Officer although he was unsure of the terms of 
her contract. “She's too good a person to let go,” he explained 
He would also like to see a park in Deloro added to the mu- 
nicipality’s park inventory. 

He will continue to be interested in the work of the Com- 
munity Concerns committee and controlling taxes. He will be 
following the success of municipality’s new AA hockey team 
and plans to be a season ticket holder.

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No Genocide 
in Darfur

On one issue, at least, George Bush and George Clooney are in per- 
fect accord: what is happening in Darfur is a genocide, and Something 
Must Be Done. But it isn’t a genocide, and Nothing Will Be Done. 

Actor George Clooney is still up for it, though. If the proposed 
force of 20,000 UN troops was not in Darfur by the end of Sep- 
tember, he told the United Nations Security Council three weeks 
ago, the scene will be set for “the first genocide of the 21st cen- 
tury.” There would be no point in sending UN troops later: “You 
will simply need men with shovels and bleached linen and head- 
stones.” As if the UN could actually come up with 20,000 troops 
to send, and would authorise them to fight their way into Sudan 
against Bashir’s will. 

The end-of-September deadline for putting a 20,000-strong force 
of United Nations troops into Darfur, including large numbers of 
soldiers drawn from NATO countries, was always a fantasy. The 
deadline has passed without any softening of the Sudanese govern- 
ment’s total rejection of the plan, and no Western troops are heading 
for Sudan any time soon. Instead, the existing force of 7,000 troops 
from African Union countries that tries to protect the refugee camps, 
under-equipped and poorly supplied though it is, will stay at least 
until the end of the year. 

This is the best available outcome, and may even save some tens 
of thousands of lives -- especially if the Western countries now give 
that African Union force the money, fuel, night-flying helicopters 
and other resources it needs to do the job. It will continue to be grim 
in Darfur, but at least the West has avoided a military intervention 
in Africa that would have made the Somalia debacle in 1992-93 look 
like a success story. 

Darfur, the western region of Sudan, is as big as France, but it has 
only six million people. They are all black Africans and all Muslims, 
but some were Arabised long ago, while other groups, notably the 
Zaghawa and the Fur, have retained their original African languages 
and ethnic identities. (Darfur means “home of the Fur”.) Resources 
are scarce, and the various groups are often in conflict over them. 

Nevertheless, Darfur remained relatively quiet during the dread- 
ful war (two million dead in the past twenty years) between the 
African ethnic groups of southern Sudan, where most people are 
Christians or animists, and the Muslims of the Arabised north who 
dominated Sudan’s government, army and economy. It was the peace 
settlement between north and south in 2003 that triggered the re- 
volt in Darfur. 

That peace deal gave the southern rebels a share in the central 
government, a half-share of the oil revenues now pouring in from 
wells that are mostly located in “southern” territory, and the right 
to a referendum on independence from Sudan in six years’ time. So 
some leaders of the Zaghawa and the Fur decided to emulate the 
southerners: launch a revolt in Darfur, and try to cut a similar deal 
with Khartoum in return for ending it. 

The regime in Khartoum used the same tactic that it had employed 
extensively in the war in the south: it armed and paid Arabised groups 
(the Janjaweed militia) to fight the rebels. And just as in the south, 
the bulk of the victims were innocent civilians, A great many people 
died, and almost half the population fled to refugee camps that sprang 
up inside Darfur and across the frontier in Chad. 

International aid agencies try to care for the refugees and the Af- 
rican Union sent a 7,000-strong force to protect them, but none of 
the foreigners took sides in the fighting. At peace talks in Abuja last 
May Khartoum offered the rebels posts in the provincial government 
anda share of oil revenues, and one rebel group, Minni Minawi’s Su- 
dan Liberation Army, 

accepted the deal. However, two rival groups didn’t -- and even the 
SLA split, with breakaway factions joining the rejectionists to form 
the National Redemption Front. 

In July fighting resumed, with Minnawi’s SLA now cooperating 
with government troops and the Janjaweed against the remaining 
rebels. What is needed is not outside military intervention against 
either side, but a return to the peace table. Alex de Waal, an advisor 
to the African Union mediation team at the talks, reckons that an- 
other $100 million on the table would probably have persuaded most 
of the rebel hold-outs to accept the deal. 

Darfur is not another Rwanda, another Cambodia, another Ho- 
locaust in the making, as the “Never Again” slogans of protesters in 
the West suggest. It is a cruel war of a kind lamentably common in 
Africa, and the most useful thing non-Africans can do is to support 
the African Union’s mediators and its troops on the ground.

other factors. Candidates for mu- 
nicipal candidates need to be en- 
couraged to consider the needs 
of agriculture at all times when 
considering development pro- 
posals in rural areas.

Municipal councils will also play 
a role under the Clean Water Act. 
While this role remains somewhat 
unclear, all candidates for munici- 
pal council should consider very 
carefully the implications the Clean 
Water Act may have on landown- 
ers near municipal wellheads, in 
respect to property rights, costs, 
etc., and also should realize that 
they play another role in the Clean 
Water Act through the representa- 
tives councils send to local Con- 
servation Authorities. 

Farmers also need to dearly make 
their thoughts known to candi- 
dates in regards to levels of taxa- 
tion, regulatory overload and any 
other topic affecting agriculture in 
your local municipality. 

The Hastings Federation of Ag- 
riculture encourages all farmers 
and other interested residents to 
attend all-candidates meetings 
and/or meet with their candi- 
dates at any opportunity before 
the municipal election to make 
their feelings known so that new 
municipal councils can do the best 
Possible job of representing agri- 
culture among the other needs 
of their jobs.

The studio is situated in a natural set- 
ting of woods, beside a picturesque pond 
Windows allow both the pond, trees and 
natural light to become part of the stu- 
dio’s interior, providing a relaxing space 
for viewing the artists’ work.

Wayne Cox in the race 


Marmora - Wayne Cox was involved with the Mar 
mora Cup dog, sled race for 20 years, three years 
as chair, so he’s no stranger to races. This time, it’s 
a race to be one of three people elected to Mar- 
mora & Lake Council; six people are running for 
the three openings. He said in an interview that 
he didn’t have any pressing issue with council, he 
just wants to be part of the team leading the mu- 
nicipality for the next four years. 

“lve been a volunteer firefighter with the mu- 
nicipality for the past 15 years and I do see things 
that I’d like addressed, like late-night policing,” he 
said. “You see people in the downtown at 3 a.m., 
walking down the street with a bottle of liquor or 
beer and you know that that bottle is going to be 
on someone's lawn when they get up in the morn- 
ing. The municipality is paying a lot of money for 
policing; I think policing should be directed at the 
time of day when there are problems.” 

The issue of policing came up again when he 
noted that groups of election signs, at Marble Point 
Road, Booster Park Road and across from Drum- 
mond’s, had been stolen on the weekend. At $10 
per sign, this self-employed contractor is not about 
to replace them. 

“I'm nota vigilante, but I believe if the munici- 
pality pays good money for policing, they should 
have a presence in the community.” 

Cox is complementary of the way the munici- 
pality is going about revitalization of the down- 
town and the emphasis on tourism. However, he 
believes that the town needs to grow by bringing 
na few industries to provide jobs, especially for 
young people. 

n response to the ratepayer questionnaire of 
whether or not he is qualified to make million- 
dollar decisions, Cox said: “I don’t think anyone

would want to make that kind of decision alone. 
I believe, though, that working together and re- 
searching an issue, the councillors could make an 
informed decision.” 

He adds that the year he took over the Snofest 
Committee, nobody wanted to be part of putting 
the race on. He got a committee together and 
kept it going with only a $4,000 budget. He also 
worked on getting the committee a Trillium grant 
to pay for the services of a marketing co-ordina- 
tor for two years. 

“When we were working on the grant appli- 
cation, we had to project the financial input we 
were contributing. When we charged $10 an hour 
for the volunteers’ time and $12 an hour for the 
equipment used, it would have cost $256,000 if 
you had paid for everything for just one race 
And, it brings income to the town with people 
buying gas, food and lodging.” He and his son, 
Shane, raced for 12 years, in Canada and the US. 
Cox has given it up now butis delighted that two 
of his granddaughters, now nine and seven, have 
been racing for four years. 

More activities for youth should be a goal of 
the next council, Cox believes, while agreeing 
that there will still be some youths who won't 
take part. He recalls the days in which Marmora 
had pool halls and, although older people “griped” 
about them, at least you knew where the kids 
were, he noted 

Cox is not about to make a lot of promises to the 
electorate; he knows he will have a sharp learn- 
ing curve. “But I have a flexible schedule so I have 
the time to devote to the position... and there's 
no ‘I’ in team, councillors have got to work to- 
gether and I'd like to be part of the team for the 
next four years.”

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North Korea: A Cry 


a’ | for Help 


By Gwynne Dyer 
In psychobabble, what North Korea 


has just done would be characterised 
as “a cry for help,” like a teenage kid 
burning his parents’ house down be- 
cause he’s misunderstood. Granted, 
it's an unusually loud cry for help, but 
now that North Korean dictator Kim 
Jong-II has got our attention, what are 
we going to do about him? 

North Korea’s nuclear weapon 
test early Monday morning makes it 
the ninth nuclear power, and by far 
the least predictable. It probably has 
only a few nuclear weapons, and it 
certainly cannot deliver them to any 
targets beyond South Korea and Ja- 
pan, but the notion of nuclear weap- 
ons in the hands of a “crazy state” 
frightens people. 

So relax: Kim Jong-Il is not crazy. 
Former US Secretary of State Mad- 
eleine Albright, who has negotiated 
with him, says he is well informed and 
not at all delusional. He pretends to 
be unstable because his regime’s sur- 
vival depends on blackmailing foreign 
countries into giving it the food and 
fuel that it cannot produce for itself. 
Rogue nukes are a big part of that im- 
age, but like any professional black- 
mailer, he would hand them over for 
the right price. 

Put yourself in Kim’s (platform) 
shoes. In 1994 he inherited a country 
from his father, Kim I-Sung, that was 
already in acute crisis. 

The centralised Stalinist economy 
had been failing for a decade, and in 
1991 post-Soviet Russia cut off the 
flow of subsidised oil, fertiliser and 
food, effectively halving North Ko- 
rea’s Gross Domestic Product. 

Yet Kim needed the support of the 
military and the Party officials who 
controlled North Korea’s “command” 
economy, and derived their power and 
privileges from it. Radical economic re- 
forms would threaten their positions. 
Kim’s inheritance was far from secure, 
so he left the economy alone and used 
the threat of going nuclear to extort 
aid from foreign countries. 

The younger Kim had been put in 
charge of North Korea’s nuclear weap- 
ons programme by his father in the late 
1980s. By 1993, Washington was so 
concerned that it offered Pyongyang a 
deal: stop the programme, and the US 
would give North Korea huge amounts 
of foreign aid. Kim I-Sung died in July, 
1994, and it was his son who approved 
the “Framework Agreement” with the 
United States that October in which 
the US Promised to send Pyongyang 
halfa million tonnes of oil a year and 
eventually to build the North Koreans 
two nuclear reactors. 

China, South Korea and other neigh- 
bours chipped in, sending grain, other 
food, and medicines, Kim Jong-I] won 
some breathing space to consolidate 
pie ee i ates of floods 
try’s inefficient Stee ey fic coun 

fici collective farms, and 
up to a million 


North Koreans starved. By 2002, in 
desperation, Kim Jong-Il played the 
nuclear card again. 

American intelligence picked up the 
renewed nuclear activity, and in Oc- 
tober, 2002 the North Koreans admit- 
ted to US Assistant Secretary of State 
James Kelly that they had a secret nu- 
clear weapons programme in defiance 
of the 1994 Agreed Framework. (Black- 
mail only works if the target is aware 
of the threat. 

This time, the US refused to yield 
to blackmail, so the past four years 
have seen North Korea withdraw from 
the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Trea- 
ty, throw out International Atomic 
Energy Agency inspectors, test-fire 
missiles near South Korea and Japan 
on several occasions, and now test an 
actual nuclear weapon. Kim Jong-Il 
only has one card, and he keeps try- 
ing to play it. : 

Kim’s crude tactics were always in- 
tensely irritating to the other parties to 
the Six-Power Talks on North Korea's 
nuclear weapons (the US, Russia, Chi- 
na, Japan and South Korea), and now 
they are furious with the little dicta- 
tor. Even China, North Korea’s only 
ally, called Pyongyang’s test “stupid.” 
But what are they actually going to 
do about it? 

Sanctions, I hear you cry. But the 
US has had sanctions against North” 
Korea since 1953, and Japan has had 
them for more than a decade already 
-- and if China stops sending aid, the 
entire economy will collapse, millions 
will starve, and millions more will flee 
the country. I was at the Foreign Min- 
istry in Seoul in 1994 on the day that 
Kim Il-Sung died, and I remember the 
panic that reigned as South Korea’s dip- 
lomatic elite contemplated the prospect 
of 25 million starving North Koreans 
suddenly landing in their laps. 

The regime in Beijing is equally 
appalled at the notion of millions of 
North Korean refugees pouring across 
its border, so there may be sanctions, 
but they will not be life-threatening 
for Pyongyang. Which brings us back 
to the distasteful business of bargain- 
ing with blackmailers. 

Kim would probably relinquish his 
nuclear weapons if he were offered 
enough food and oil aid, an end to trade 
embargoes, and a firm US promise not 
to try to overthrow him. None of that 
would cost very much, and the US is 
Not going to attack him anyway. Nor 
has Kim any intention of attacking any- 
body, especially with nuclear weapons: 
he would have no hope of surviving 
the instant and crushing retaliation 
by American nuclear weapons. So it’s 
Just a question of persuading him to 
stop the nonsense. 

But what about the principle of the 
thing? Won't other countries be tempt- 
ed to follow North Korea’s example 
if we don’t punish it for developing 
nuclear weapons? You know, like we 
did when Israel, India and Pakistan 
developed theirs. :

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Just table salt?

Salt use sets Canadians a world apart. There are huge variations 
in the salt levels of the same food products in different countries, 
but Canada is the leader of the band and many researchers say it 
will lead to hypertension. 

Headlines like “Canadians are bingeing on salt,” eating pro- 
cessed food, from breakfast cereal to cheeseburgers that contain 
far more of the food additives than identical brands sold in other 
counties, 

Examples: Kellogg's Com Pops, Rice Krispies and Special K sold 
in Canada contain as much as 85 per cent more salt per serving 
than the same cereals purchased elsewhere. Canada also has the 
highest salt content for a Burger King Bacon Double Cheese- 
burger - 66 per cent more salt than the equivalent burger sold in 
the U.K. and more than half an adult's total recommended daily 
salt intake. We also have the fourth saltiest Big Macs and Chicken 
McNugget of 22 countries surveyed 

Canadians consume, on average, nine to 10 grams of salt 
per day 

Salt results in an imbalance across the muscles and blood ves- 
sels, causing vessels to tighten and make it more difficult for 
blood to flow around the body. Eventually, the arteries become 
ntly scarred —and then it becomes more an irreversible 
s. If we continue on this course 95 per cent of Canadians 
lop hypertension (high blood pressure) 


nce is that its products are formulated with the 
ur consumers in mind. Rice Krispies sold in 
gams of salt per 100-gram serving, or about 
per cent of a six-year-old’s recommended daily salt intake.

The Canadian Stroke Network and other groups are lobbying 
Health Canada to indude recommendations to reduce salt intake 
in the new Canada Food Guide. It is estimated that reducing salt 
intake by six grams a day would lead to 24 per cent fewer deaths 
from strokes and an 18 per cent reduction in heart disease, say- 
ing the lives ot 2.6 million people a year.

So they have a huge incentive to dis- 
credit the report in the British medical 
journal The Lancet this week that an 
extra 655,000 Iraqis have died since the 
invasion in excess of the natural death 
rate: 2.5 per cent of the population, “| 
don’t consider it a credible report,” said 
Mr. Bush, without giving any reason 
why he didn’t. “It is a fairly small sam- 
ple they have taken and they have ex. 
trapolated it across the country,” said a 
spokesman of the British Foreign Office, 
as if that were an invalid methodology. 
But it’s not. 

The study, led by Dr. Les Roberts anda 
team of epidemiologists from the Bloom- 
berg School of Public Health at Johns 
Hopkins University in Baltimore, was 
based on a survey of 1,849 households, 
containing 12,801 people, at 47 different 
locations chosen at random in Iraq. Teams 
of four Iraqi doctors — two men and two 
women — went from house to house and 
asked the residents if anybody had died 
in their family since January, 2002 (15 
months before the invasion). 

If anybody had, they then inquired 
when and how the person had died. They 
asked for death certificates, and in 92 
percent of cases the families produced 
them. Then the Johns Hopkins team of 
epidemiologists tabulated the statistics 
and drew their conclusions. 

The most striking thing in the study, 
in terms of credibility, is that the pre- 
war death rate in Iraq for the period of 
January 2002-March 2003, as calculated 
from their evidence, was 5.5 per thou- 
sand per year. That is virtually identical 
to the US government estimate of the 
death rate in Iraq for the same period. 
Then, from the same evidence, they cal- 
culate that the death rate since the inva- 
sion has been 13.3 per thousand per year. 
The difference between the pre-war and 
post-war death rates over a period of 40 
months is 655,000 deaths. 

More precisely, the deaths reported 
by the 12,801 people surveyed, when 
extrapolated to the entire country, in- 
dicates a range of between 426,369 and 
793,663 excess deaths — but the sample 
is big enough that there is a 95 per cent 
certainty that the true figure is within 
that range. What the Johns Hopkins team 
have done in Iraq is more rigorous version 
of the technique that is used to calculate 
deaths in southern Sudan and the east- 
ern Congo. To reject it, you must either 
reject the whole discipline of statistics 
Or you must question the professional 
integrity of those doing the survey. 

The study, which was largely financed 
by the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology’s Center for International Stud- 
ies, has been reviewed by four indepen- 
dent experts. One of them, Paul Bolton of 
Boston University, called the methodol- 
ogy “excellent” and said it was standard 
procedure in a wide range of studies he 
has worked ‘on: “You can’t be sure of the 
exact number, but you can be quite sure 
that you are in the right ballpark.”

Warkworth - Farmers haven’t had much 
to laugh about over the past few years 
with one crisis after another impacting 
on their livelihoods. However, blind co- 
median Gord Paynter’s appearance at the 
annual meeting of the Northumberland 
Federation of Agriculture (NFA) certainly 
helped alleviate a timely need for more 
levity when facing a crisis. 

Paynter, who lost his sight through 
diabetes, had the audience at St. Paul’s 
Church virtually rolling in the aisles 
with his stand-up, fast-talking brand of 
humour. 

Although the Brantford, Ont. native 
admittedly doesn’t have much of an ag- 
ricultural background, he said he wasn’t 
sure whether mowing the lawn once in 
a while counted. 

Paynter had a field day as he directed 
his funny lines on his wife, golf, dogs, 
Scots and himself as a blind person. He 
has been without sight for the past 20 
years but has adapted to the impairment 
by rising to the challenge and develop- 
ing into one of Canada’s brightest stand- 
up comics. 

He obviously updates his material, too, 
drawing one of his biggest chuckles, even 
from the females in the audience, while 
discussing breeds of dogs, that included, 
he said, “the Stronach” pedigree. 

On being a blind golfer, Paynter said 
“\ hate people you play with trying to 
change your swing, your grip, etc. Just 
once I’d like someone to tell me I know 
what's wrong with your swing — you're 
blind. Why don’t you try to keep your 
ear on the ball?” 

Paynter is actually a talented golfer 
but needs a caddy to help him square 
the club behind the ball at address. He’s 
shot in the low 80s several times and ac- 
tually scored a hole-in-one, but as Gord 
tells it: “Sure I had a hole in one on the 
Northridge course in Brantford in 1999. 
I was hitting off the second hole. Boy, 
those guys on the third green were aw- 
fully surprised when my ball when into 
the cup on their green.” 

Talking about a recent helicopter trip 
over Niagara Falls, he expounded: “What 
a rip-off that was. The guy never even 
left the ground. Turned out we were just 
sitting in the back seat of some guy's 
Ford Escort all the time.”

Ona more serious note, keynote speaker 
of the night, Vice-President Paul Mistele 
of the Ontario Federation of Agricul- 
ture, suggested Canadians must adopt 
the same attitude towards agriculture 
as the United States.

necessary to make it work in the interest of sovereignty and 
food security. I believe it’s something we have to emulate.”

and the cardinal, still remind us that 
winter will not last forever. Taking a 
few moments to watch their backyard 
antics can ease a day’s stress. And Con- 
nie Crowe, owner of The Bird House in 
Wooler, offers some tips to help draw a 
crowd to our yards. 

There are a number of species common 
to our yards. The nuthatch, a feisty little 
bird known for its downward climbing, 
is quite territorial. Blue jays and cardi- 
nals give splashes of colour against the 
stark winter landscape, while goldfinch- 
es, lose their striking yellows for the 
season. Dark-eyed juncos, sometimes 
called “snowbirds,” are sighted most 
often at feeders. But, it is the chickadee 
that charms most everyone. 


Taking a few moments to 
watch their backyard antics 
can ease a day’s stress, 


Seeds are still the most common food 
for wild birds. Black oil sunflower is a 
staple for most species, and one that 
works well in several forms of bird feeder 
whether it is a hopper with a reservoir, 
asilo style, on the ground or on a tray. 
White millet and cracked corn thrown 
on the ground will also attract a range 
of birds. Suet takes the place of insects 
for species such as woodpeckers, chicka- 
dees and nuthatches. 

And, on a snowy afternoon when 
the children are bored, why not coat 
some pinecones with peanut butter, 
roll them in birdseed and hang them 
from tree branches. The birds will be 
happy for the treat, and the children 
will be excited to see the birds eating 
their creations. 

Whatever we choose to offer the wild 
birds, Ms. Crowe would like us to be 
conscious of the condition of the feeders 
and the seed in them. Keeping the feed- 
ers flowing and free from spoiled seeds, 
especially with all of the rain we've had 
of late, is important. 

Food for the birds is often our first 
thought, but Ms. Crowe notes that an 
accessible water supply is most im- 
portant for wild birds’ winter surviv- 
al. Birds, like humans, need water tor 
drinking, but birds also need water to 
keep their feathers clean and in place 
Birds can be seen eating snow, howev- 
er, as with us, this practice lowers their 
body temperatures. There are submers- 
ible heaters and heated bird baths on 
the market for the avid bird watcher. 
Still, just putting out fresh water will 
help. Water will attract the birds that 
seeds might not. 

No need to worry if the feeders are 
empty fora while, either. While conven- 
tional wisdom stated that once we begin 
to feed birds, we must continue to do so, 
experts state that wild birds obtain only 
20 per cent of their food from feeders 
Still, certain weather conditions, suc 
as ice storms, make finding food ditfi- 
cult. Feeders certainly help.

‘In the early morning hours of Friday, Oct. 27, fire engulfed 
an apartment block in Campbellford that was home to Angie 
and George Dillabough and their four children. Tragically, 
two daughters, Samantha Kidman, 13, and Amber Fenton, 
15, died in the fire. One son was taken to Children’s Hospi- 
tal of Eastern Ontario, Ottawa, by helicopter for treatment 
of burns and smoke inhalation. A second son jumped out a 
window to safety. 

The Dillabough family was in the midst of packing to move 
into a home in Springbrook. Nothing survived the fire. The 
family is on a disability pension and had no insurance cov- 
erage. 

Enter Mr. Dillabough’s brother, Rob Barckley and his wife, 
Taffy, of Marmora. In a telephone interview, Mrs. Barckley 
said; “They lost everything. We're collecting anything and ev- 
erything that people donate. We have a wide open basement 
where we can store the donations and then we'll get a U-Haul 
and take it all down to Springbrook. If anything is left over, I 
intend to auction it off and give the family the money.” 

To date, some dishes and bedding have been donated. And, 
while the Barckleys are willing to take all donations, they must 
be brought to their home at 63 Madoc St. “We're hoping that 
people will find a way to get donations to us,” she said. They 
will be accepting donations of furniture, clothing or house- 
hold effects for two weeks.

Belleville - This week, 53 local residents 
gathered at the main branch of the Bel- 
leville Public Library to learn how to 
reduce the property taxes on their for- 
ested land by up to 75 per cent through 
Ontario’s Managed Forest Tax Incen- 
tive Program (MFTIP). The Ontario 
Forestry Association, with the support 
of the Trees Ontario Foundation, host- 
ed the workshop. This is one of several 
workshops that will be held across the 
province until mid-Nov ember. 

MFTIP isa voluntary program which 
provides significant property tax reduc- 
tions for landowners who satisfy certain 
basic criteria such as having over 10 acres 
of forested land and a willingness to pre- 
pare and follow a forest management 
plan. Upon acceptance into the program, 
the forested portion of the property is 
re-assessed as managed forest and taxed 
at one-quarter of the residential tax rate 
in the following year. 

Recent amendments by the Mc- 
Guinty government in how privately 
held forested land is assessed has cre- 
ated renewed.interestin METIP. These 
enhanced changes work toward fulfill- 
ing the MFTIP program’s goal of bring- 
ing greater fairness to the property tax 
system by valuing forested land accord- 
ing to its current use, while increas-

CHSS welcomes ‘modern day explorer’

The students of Centre Hastings Secondary School had the tre- 
mendously rare opportunity to both listen to and interact with 
what can only be known today as a “modern day explorer.” Recent- 
ly, Canadian Space Astronaut Chris Hadfield was welcomed into 
CHSS by all staff and students who showed much anticipation in 
the days preceding his time as the school’s guest speaker, as wel- 
coming posters were plastered on the school’s walls. 

Hadfield has had the chance to fly to the Canadian Space Sta- 
tion twice, along with other astronauts from a variety of countries 
around the world, with one of his duties being able to help build 
the Russian Space Station. 

As Hadfield described his desire to become an astronaut begin- 
ning as early as age nine, when he witnessed the first walk on the 
moon, it seemed highly appropriate that Rob Allan (Department 
Head of Technology at CHSS) introduce him as someone who 
“motivates and inspires people to extremes” as he is “proof that 
dreams come true.” This was followed by massive applause by the 
staff and students of Centre Hastings 

As Canada was the third nation, after the two superpowers of 
the U.S.A. and what was then known as the U.S.S.R., to explore 
space, our country has been part of many projects that have helped 


to benefit mankind in general. Some of these developments include 
things involving telecommunications, shuttle robotics, radarsat 
microgravity isolation, hubble repair, osteoporosis study and pol- 
lution monitoring, 

He described Canadian technology as, “what gets us into space, 
and was quick to offer information on the country’s tremendous 
contribution. As there have been accidents in the past concern- 
ing shuttles and their re-entering of the earth's atmosphere, our 
country was the first to develop an inspection Canarm. This type 
of laser was built in Ottawa to inspect the outside of the shuttle to 
make sure everything is reliable and intact, and to help fix things 
that are broken. 

Hadfield did not fail to point out the great support and work 
that is lent by the team on the ground along with the crew on the 
shuttle, which are usually the most credited by those who are un- 
aware of the process. As he described to the students what a dif- 
ficult task it is to launch, for the shuttle needs to be going 8 km/s 
for it to remain in orbit, it was related to be just “like some big 
fat kid’s been laying on you and slapping you in the face for eight 
and a half minutes,” for there was a great deal of humour added 
to the overall atmosphere. 

The students were also provided with some breath-taking visuals 
that could only be seen once ina lifetime. Hadfield described some

Nov. 11, 1917, the end of World War I, the Great War. 
Canadian soldiers fought and died valiantly. My 
father joined after graduation from university; he 
was with the Canadian Engineers. He was stationed 
in England and never saw “active” duty. In fact, he 
remained in England until 1919 with responsibil- 
ity for arranging transportation for returning Ca- 
nadian soldiers and their war brides 

Growing up, I was unaware he was a veteran; he 
never talked about his wartime experiences. I did 
know, however, that he was commanding officer of 
a reserve Army unit in Sault Ste. Marie and was the 
proud overseer of the building of the first postwar 
armoury in Canada for the 49th HAA Regiment. 

Frankly, my recollection of World War II is tak- 
ing 25 cents to school each Friday to purchase a 
War Saving Stamp and, once, a mock air raid over 
the Sault locks 

But Ww hile he didn t share his wartime experiences, 
he certainly impressed on me the importance of his- 
tory and the importance of Canada’s military pre- 
paredness - the 50s was the Korean War, in which 
Canadians served 

Last weekend, while visiting a mall, 1 was amazed 
that the majority of people, from teens to seniors, 
were Wearing a poppy in the correct position on their 
left chest. The Legions have done a wonderful job

| tind it very strange how 
in the last few years, morality 
issues for teenagers have been 
tumed on their heads. Things 
which used to be thought of 
as either good or bad are now 
thought of simply in terms 
of health and safety, while 
things initially thought of as 
health and safety issues are 
the new moral causes. 

Take smoking, for instance 
Arone point, the anti-smok- 
ing campaign was focused 
only on its health aspects. 
Today, we give smokers pa- 
riah status. The same can be 
said about obesity. No longer 
is weight simply a health is- 
sue. The term “food police” is 
being thrown around, as leg- 
islators, teachers, aici 
and other authonty figures 
preach to kids about proper 
eating habits. Becoming fat 
is now a sign of poor moral 
character. 

And yet, how do we treat 
teenage sexual activity? As 
long as you practice “safe 
sex,” you're aes There's no 
zero tolerance. Health officals 
don’t parade into schools with 


the message “just say no. 


There is no such thing as 
safe sex, as I have written about 
before. Sexually transmitted 
diseases are the leading cause 
of infertility later in lite, and 
if you think kids are always 
going to use condoms, just 
ask yourself how many of our 
teens can even remember to 
floss their teeth regularly 
These are kids, after all 

A new study out of Ohio 
State University tried to map 
teen sexual behaviour to chart 
the adage “you don't just have 
sex with one person, you have 
sex with everyone that per- 
son has ever had sex with” in 
the real world. They founda 
chain of 288 one-to-one re 
lationships at a single high 
school in the United States. In 
other words, if a teen had sex 
with only one person, the to- 
tal number of people involved 
indirectly totalled 286. This 
was true despite the fact that 
most teens had only had two 
or three partners overa num- 
ber of years. 

But lam making the same 
mistake here by focusing sole- 
ly on the health risks. Taken 
to its extreme, do we really 
believe that it is good for 14- 
year-olds to engage in sexual 
activity with as many people 
as they wish, as long as they 
use protection? If we don’t 
then we're acknowledging 
there are other variables to

Pets with Parasites Put Human Health 
at Risk (Part 1) 


Pets enrich our lives in countless ways. Over recent generations they have 
become part of the family. This close bond has many benefits for humans 
and pets, but there are some risks as well. Dogs and cats can carry internal 
parasites that are transmissible to humans. 

More than one third of North American pets carry intestinal parasites that 
are of risk to people. Often these animals show no outward signs of 
infection. Thousands of people in North America are infected each year 
by animal parasites. Unfortunately, these parasites cause more severe 
problems in humans than pets. Because we are not theirnormal hosts, the 
parasites become “lost” in their migration through our bodies, resulting 
in scarring of the internal organs, including the brain, eye, and liver. 
Internal parasites are transmitted through eggs shed in the animal's feces. 
The eggs contaminate the environment - including the litter box, yard, 
sleeping areas and the pet's fur. People become infected by accidentally 
eating infective eggs. Some parasites can also penetrate skin. Children are 
most often infected because they don’t follow good hygiene practices. 
There are several excellent ways to keep our families healthy while 
enjoying our pets. We will cover these strategies next week

The Festival opened with a ceremonial dance at 10:00 a.m 
and the entertainment continued throughout the day, giv- 
ing audiences time to enjoy a variety of dancers, storytellers, 
musicians and singers 

The brilliant colours of the handcrafted clothing and jewelry 
matched the artwork that formed the backdrop for the performers. 
Thistle Meadow Resources offered a fine selection of books for 
those seeking Native content, including children’s stories, cook- 
books, histories and teaching aids. Mohawk artist Doug Brant 
Esq., was one of the many artists on hand with displays of both 
traditional crafts and scenic pencil sketches. Each offered a view 
of First Nations Culture for the steady stream of visitors. 

For those looking fora taste of Aboriginal cuisine, there were 
a variety of the traditional and the traditional blended with 
the modern. Shoppers enjoyed dishes like venison stew and 
dried corn or lyed corn soup. For the less adventurous, there 
were Indian Tacos, loaded with lettuce and tomatoes.

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Profile of an Airman: MacKenzie Reeves 


By Gerald Belanger 

MacKenzie Reeves was born August 1, 
1919 in Madoc, Ontario, the only son 
of Loomis Sandfield Reeves and Flor- 
ence Spry. His parents were married on 
July 10, 1917 at Bonarlaw. Loomis was 
born August 12, 1887 in Madoc and died 
Sept. 14, 1945. Florence died in 1964 at 
the age of 63 years. Both are buried at 
the Lakeview Cemetery in Madoc. 

MacKenzie attended the local public 
school from 1925 until 1932. He later 
graduated from Madoc High School in 
July 1936, with his Junior Matricula- 
tion. The Grade 12 subjects that year 
included English, French, Latin, Chem- 
istry, Geometry and Ancient History. 
While attending high school, MacKen- 
zie joined the Prince Edward Regiment 
from 1932 to 1934. 

For several years, MacKenzie ran the 
Imperial Esso Service Station in Marmora, 
located on the corner of #7 and #14 high- 
ways. Although he had enlisted on Dec. 
4, 1941, at the Ottawa RCAF Recruiting 
Centre to train as pilot, it wasn’t until 
December, 1943, that he was able to sell 
his service station in Marmora to William 
Albert Sanderson (1871-1947). 

On his recruiting medical forms, Reeves 
wrote the following about himself: 

“\ like to smoke four cigars a day and 
on occasion like an odd beer” 

On the same form the Medical Of- 
ficer wrote, 

“At 202 pounds, he is overweight by 
45 pounds but is physically fit, stable 
and interacts above average, best suited 
for Pilot Observer.” 

Asan Aircraftsman 2nd Class (AC2), 
MacKenzie Reeves #R143773 was sent 
to One Military Depot (#1 M.D.), To- 
ronto from April 26, 1942 until May 
9; then to Five Initial Training Unit (#5 
.T.U.), Belleville, from May 10 until 
Sept. 12; then to Ten Elementary Flying 
Training School (#10 E.F.T.S.), Pendle- 
ton, from Sept. 13 until Nov. 21; then 
to Two Service Flying Training School 
(#2 S.E.T.S), Uplands, from November

obesity rates are rising and, by extension, 
increasing the rates of Type II Diabetes; 
but, for those on Reserve, the rates are 
higher and the ages of the newly diag- 
nosed are lowering. Typically associated 
with aging, poor diet and lack of exercise, 
children as young as 6 years of age have 
Type II, perhaps more commonly known 
as Adult Onset Diabetes. Ms. Loft notes 
that Diabetes was not a concern amongst 
the Aboriginal 40 years ago. Ms. Loft, 
through the Southern Ontario Aborig- 
inal Diabetes Initiative, is working hard 
to educate people, hoping to change the 
life styles of upcoming generations, giv- 
ing them a chance to lead healthy, dia- 
betes-free lives.

22 until April 2, 1943. 

On March 19, 1943, Group Captain 
F. A. Simpson, Commanding Officer 
of #2 S.A.V.E.., Uplands, Ottawa, pre- 
sented wings to the graduating class of 
RCAF pilots. Among the Ontario gradu- 
ates were Floyd Russell, (Bus) Loveless 
(1919-1990), Deloro, and MacKenzie 
Reeves of Madoc. Group Captain Simp- 
son urged them to excel in their jobs and 
if so “they would likely come out of this 


war alive and likely.” 

Flying Officer (F/O Reeves #]87156) 
left Halifax on May 16, 1943 and disem- 
barked in the United Kingdom May 24. 
On June 29, he was sent to the 77 Pilots 
Advanced Flying Unit (#77 P.E.C.) and 
then on to the 57 Operational Training 
Unit (#57 O.T.) at Ascott until Oct. 26, 
1943. From G. S. U., he was assigned to 
the RCAF 403 Wolf Squadron, Belgium, 
flying the Spitfire aircraft. His flying in- 


structors at the time wrote: 

“A likable type, good disposition, asset to any squadron, steady 
night flier, should have no trouble on operational aircraft, has 
a tendency to be over-confident, but no serious faults.” 

Reeves was posted overseas June 8, 1944, and was promoted 
to F/O (Pilot) August 21 of that year. Alrogether F/O Reeves 
had 739 flying hours with the 403 Squadron (Stake & Strike) 
and had spent 1, 159 days in military service of which 665 
days were Overseas. 

Flight Sergeant (F/S) R. E. Barbour filed this report on the

Recollections

World War officially ended at 11 
a.m., on Nov. 11, 1918. That date 
was then officially designated as 
Armistice Day by the United States, 
France and Great Britain. All the 
Commonwealth countries includ- 
ing Canada followed suit. The day 
was sét aside by these allies as a 
day of remembrance for those who 
had given their lives in battle. Af- 
ter World War II it was recognized 
as a day of tribute to the dead of 
that conflict as well. 

My earliest memory of the day 
was being instructed by our Grade 
1 teacher at S.S. Number 4, Maple 
Grove School, now a family home 
at the corner of Aikens and Ham- 
ilton Road in Quinte West, to put 
our heads down on our desk for 2 
minutes at 11 a.m.,and think about 
all those brave soldiers who had died 
for Canada. The other vivid recol- 
lection of the day was the bright, 
red poppy I was allowed to wear, 
purchased by my parents from the 
members of the Royal Canadian 
Legion who stood on every corner 
of nearby Trenton and Belleville. 
My mother loved poetry and on 
this special day never missed the 
opportunity to tell me the con- 
nection between the poppy and 
a famous poem. She told me that 
poppies grew in a part of France 
called Flanders and that a famous 
Canadian from Guelph Ontario had 
written some memorable verses 
about these flowers and his ex- 
periences there. She would then 
sit me down and recite, “In Flan- 
ders Fields.” 

John McCrae was educated at the 
University of Toronto and served 
in the South African War as an ar- 
tillery subaltern. In 1900 he was 
appointed a fellow of pathology at 
McGill University and wrote many 
medical texts and some poetry. In 
1914 he enlisted in the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force as a medical 
officer. He took part in the Second 
Battle of Ypres which lasted 16 days 
and saw more than 6,000 Canadi- 
ans killed and wounded. The day 
before he wrote his famous poem 
McCrae had buried a friend, Lieu- 
tenant Alex Helmer of Ottawa, in 
a field scattered with scarlet pop- 
pies and wooden crosses. He wrote 
hurriedly in pencil on a torn page 
from a dispatch pad during a brief 
lull in the fighting.

“On March 28, six aircraft took off at 
126 fora route patrol over the Heeren- 
berg-Borken area in Germany.” 
“Reeves called the flight leader and 
reported that he saw some transport on 
the road below. With permission of the 
ight leader, Reeves and myself went 
down to strafe the above mentioned tar- 
get. | saw Reeves open fire and imme- 
diately intense light flak concentration 
opened up on us. We immediately began 
to climb and turn in directions. I then 
saw Reeves’ Spitfire aircraft XVI, go out 
of control and dive steeply into a field 
Where it exploded. This occurred about 
ten miles east of Haltern, Germany, at 
approximately 12:20 hours. 

“No parachute was opened previously 
to crashing after being hit.” 

According to his Graves Registration 
Military Form -“He was buried at 5 o'clock 
on April 4, 1945 in the United States 
Military Cemetery at Margraten, Hol- 
land in Grave 60, Row 3, Plot F which is 
Next to the gravesite of Arthur Oldham 
#4860807 of the Royal Signals.” 

’ However, according to the book, They 
Shall Grow Not Old, by the Common- 
Wealth Air Training Museum, Inc., page 
633 - “Reeves was reinterred and is now 

luried at British Cemetery, Nederweert, 
Limburg, Holland in Plot IV, Row A, 

Tave 9,”

It might not be earth-shaking but in the 
words of music great Bob Dylan, it seems 
that “the times they are a’changing.” The 
reference is to what has been an ongo- 
ing conflict between municipal officials, 
OPP enforcement and the local group 
home operators. 

Mayor Hector Macmillan and Nor- 
thumberland OPP Commander Mike 
Johnston have both come out in unex- 
pected praise of the operators after it was 
revealed, at a Police Services Board (PSB) 
meeting, that only one group home cal] 
was responded to in September. That's 
a large improvement over 25 calls six 
months earlier in May. 

Police costs have escalated sharply over 
the years largely due to policing calls for 
missing youth from homes. Those ser- 
vice calls have translated into spiraling 
costs for taxpayers. 

“Nothing has changed between all three 
factions except the bylaw imposed by 
the PSB,” noted Macmillan. “I’m very 
pleased that the issue is finally being 
dealt with. I’d prefer not to have to see 
any enforcement levied but we want the 
problem resolved.” 


“So to see the co-operation of the op- 
erators during the month of Septem- 
ber is very encouraging indeed,” said 
the Mayor. 

His sentiments were echoed by Insp. 
Johnston, who said a productive meeting 
was held with the group homes in Sep- 
tember and “we look forward to making 
further progress in our second meet- 
ing.” 

The first call won't be counted, howev- 
er, because it had to receive implementa- 
tion at the PSB meeting, which lacked a 
quorum. It is hoped that provincial OPP 
headquarters would eventually sanction 
an “Ottawa model” for group homes 
Mayor Macmillan expressed hope that 
the improved performance of the group 
homes in September demonstrates a new 
co-operative approach on the part of the 
homes. 

“Tt seems to show they are manag- 
ing their businesses better and are being 
better parents. That's all we ever asked,” 
he noted.

No, 
further back, or you'll 
be swept away by the 
shock and awe! We're 
going to show you the 
full might and majesty of 
American military power. 
We're going to... INVADE 
IRAQ!!!" 

It’s a bit like one of 
those backyard scenes 
where the hapless dad 
lights the enormous fire- 
cracker and retires -- and 
after a long wait, it just 
goes fzzzt. The full pan- 
oply of American power 
was unleashed upon Iraq, 
and the results have been 
profoundly unimpressive. 
This doesn’t just mean 
that the United States los- 
es in Iraq. It means that 
its leverage elsewhere is 
severely diminished as 
well. But very few people 
in Washington seem to 
understand that yet 

American voters have 
spoken, Congress has 
changed hands, and Sec- 
retary of Defense Don 
Rumsfeld has been put 
out to pasture at last, but 
there is still no plan for 
getting the United States 
out of the Iraq quagmire. 
Certainly not from the 
Democrats, who are all 
over the map on the is- 
sue. 

Senator Hilary Clinton, 
the leading contender for 
the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination in 2008, 
doesn’t want a timetable 
for withdrawal from Iraq 
Senator John Kerry, the 
Democratic candidate last 
time, wants a firm dead- 
line for withdrawal. Sena- 
tor Joe Biden, the senior 
Democrat on the Senate 
Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, thinks dividing 
Iraq in three is the an- 
swer, And Congressman 
John Murtha, who will 
control the House com- 
mittee that authorises the 

cash for the war, wants 
an immediate pull-out. 
So no plan there. 

There is no Republican 
plan yet, either, but it is

the job of the Iraq Study 
Group, a bipartisan panel 
co-chaired by James Baker, 
former secretary of state 
during Bush senior’s pres- 
idency and long-serving 
confidant of the Bush fam- 
ily, to come up with one. Its 
recommendations will be 
acted on, too, because the 
new secretary of defence 
will be Robert Gates, anoth- 
er close friend of the fam- 
ily and currently amember 
of the Iraq Study Group.

And it 
will tell President Bush to 
seek cover for this process 
by talking to Iraq’s neigh- 
bours, Iran and Syria 
The problem is that the 
United State is demonstrat 
ing every day in Iraq just 
how ineffective its mili- 
tary power is. It looked 
so impressive before it was 
unleashed that the Iranian 
government secretly of- 
fered Washington a gen- 
eral settlement of all the 
differences between the 
two countries, very much 
on America’s terms, just 
before the US invasion of 
Iraq in March, 2003. The 
cocky neo-cons rejected 
that offer out of hand — and 
now leading Iranians just 
smile when warned that 
the US might strike them 
too. They know that the 
US armed forces now re 
gard an attack on Iran with 
such distaste that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff might even 
resign rather than obey 
such an order 
So Iran’s price for co- 
operation would be high 
an end to the 27-year US 
trade embargo, full dip- 
lomatic relations with 
Washington, an Ameri- 
can commitment not to try 
to overthrow the Iranian 
regime -- and acceptance 
of Iran’s legal right to de- 


velop civil nuclear pow- 
er under no more than 
the normal safeguards of 
the International Atomic 
Energy Agency. Would 
that mean that Iran be- 
comes a “threshold” nu- 
clear weapons power, able 
to build actual bombs on 
very short notice? Yes it 
would. Pay up or shut- 
up 

And Syria’s price? An 
end to the United Na- 
tions investigation into 
the Damascus regin 


ne’s 
role in the assassination 
of former Lebanese prime 
minister Rafik Harin last 
year, US acceptance of a 
larger role for Hezbol- 
lah in the Lebanese gov 
ernment, an American 
commitment not to try 
to overthrow the Syr- 
ian regime -- and real 
ly serious US pressure 
on Israel to negotiate 
the return to Syria of 
the Golan Heights, oc 
cupied by Israel for the 
past 39 years. Don’t want 
to pay that price? Then 
find your own way out 
of Iraq 

The Bush administra 
tion will probably baulk 
at paying these prices 
which means that the 
notion of Syria and Iran 
US with 
drawal from Iraq is just 


assisting in a 
a fantasy. Besides, it is 
not at all clear that ei 
ther Tehran or Damas 
cus could deliver on any 
promises they made 
about Iraq 

It’s too far gone in 
blood and chaos for the 
usual tools of influence 
to deliver predictable, re- 
liable results

car filled with child-like 
journalists eagerly ask- 
ing “When do we get to 
the quagmire, Daddy?

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The value of values 


Who's against putting values in the schools? 
Anyone? Anyone? 

Of course not. It would be like being 
against puppies or butterflies or the con- 
tinuing use of the letter “E” in the English 
language. And so Dalton McGuinty has 
pledged to bring values like respect and 
“aes responsibility back into the classroom. 
CHECK Personally, I wish they’d never left, but 
sheila wray gregoire allow me to voice a little bit of a contrary 

opinion. I like values. I evén have some! But 
values, it seems to me, are exactly what parents most want 
to pass on to their kids themselves. If schools teach values, is 
there any guarantee they will teach the values that are im- 
portant to parents? After all, anti-bullying sessions in one 
Prince Edward County school in 2005 led to seventh grade 
children being invited to a homosexual support meeting with- 
out their parents’ permission. And teaching “responsibility” 
can mean teaching “safe sex” rather than abstinence. Values 
are not necessarily as innocuous as they may seem. 

But there’s a far more basic problem at work here besides 
just the content of any values curriculum. I think parents and 
schools are switching places, and that is not a good thing 

Increasingly schools are trying to compensate for parental 
deficiencies. Parents aren't teaching about sex? Then schools 
better do it. Parents aren’t teaching how to brush teeth prop- 
erly? Then schools better take up the slack. Recently my 
nephew’s fifth grade class took a trip to the library and the 
farmer’s market. Now these are fun places; I take my children 
there myself. But library trips are taken so that kids whose 
parents don’t take them to the library get introduced to it 
(In Belleville’s case, the new library can be downright scary. 


It’s dark, and the shelves are all tall, even in the kids’ section 
There are no books on the top few shelves because kids can’t 
reach that high, but the shelves still create a maze so you can’t 
find your little ones. But that’s another story). If every kid 
in the class already had a library card, the trip wouldn’t have 
been necessary. But off they trekked anyway. 

I’m sure they had a good time. But let's face it: some of 
these kids do not know their times tables. In the Quinte area, 
for instance, on the 2005 provincial tests, between 30 and 40 
per cent of elementary students scored below standard. Some 
area schools even approached 50 per cent, including Pinecrest, 
the County school mentioned above. Can we really afford to 
be taking time away from teaching basic skills? 

The more schools abdicate their teaching role, the more par- 
ents have to compensate for the school’s deficiencies. We've 
piled so much extra stuff onto teachers that academics too

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Finch explained his position within the 
renowned company as a “penciler.” 

He allowed students at CHSS to get 
a feel for what the industry was like in 
general, butalso provided them with tech- 
niques used for his job. This gave them 
the ability to analyze the inner workings 
of a comic book from every angle. 

David Finch is currently drawing for 
a comic known as “Moonlight,” but has 
also taken part in drawing some of North 
America’s most infamous heroes such as, 
Spiderman, the X-Men, and his personal 
favorite, Batman. 

With a great deal of experience, in the 
industry for 12 years and working for 
Marvel Comics for the past six, Finch was 
able to give the interested students, many 
of whom were part of art classes, point- 
ers on how to make their drawings much 
easier. He believes that his techniques 
cannot be dubbed as cheating; for “with 
art should come freedom,” and he says 
that there is no harm in finding “ways to 
make it easier.”

The students, time after time, were 
amazed at the incredible speed in which 
Finch worked on the overhead. He cov- 
ered a variety of techniques, allowing the 
students to follow along if they pleased 
He covered proper lighting techniques 
and shadows, the “basics” of construct- 
ing figures using very simple lines, and 
the inner workings and anatomy required 
to construct the proper human figure 
All of this was provided with examples 
in all forms and from all angles, done in 
mere seconds. 

Ms. Francis’ Grade 12 Visual Arts class 
gave a variety of answers as to the ben- 
efits of the presentation. Madeleine Malt- 
by commented on how the presentation 
gave the students, “experience in drawing 
the human anatomy in proper proportion 
and perspective,” referring to his overhead 
examples of drawing techniques. 

The benefits of this seminar were ap- 
proached by Tarah Tabarez in a completely 
different light, focusing more on the in- 
dustry than the techniques he provided. 
She seemed to believe that after meeting 
with someone such as David, “artists can 
be inspired that they can have a career and 
be successful at the same time,” some- 
thing that does not always seem appar 
ent in the world today. 

Wrapping up the seminar, and taking 
questions from the staff and students in 
the audience, Finch emphasized the im- 
portance of being both professional and 
reliable, These qualities are so important 
in his job because the comic moves 10 # 
line of work from person to person; with- 
out his work done, the inkers and colour 
ists suffer as well.

Landowners say 
Small bakeries 
being attacked 


Perth — The Ontario Landowners 
demand an end to the unending 
and relentless assault by the Ca- 
nadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) against small rural busi- 
nesses. Itis becoming increasingly 
clear that the CFIA is being ma- 
nipulated by Corporate Canada 
to eliminate competition and mo- 
nopolize the food industry, The 
recent CFIA actions against and 
for the closure of bakeries, egg 
graders, goose farmers, woodlot 
owners, and greenhouse opera- 
tors testify to this attack. The latest 
assault against small bakeries can- 
Not, and will not be tolerated. The 


Landowners and rural people will 
not comply with CFIA’s increas- 
ing appetite for the cannibalism 
of rural Canada. 

Renfrew Home Bakery owners 
Pam and Rick Powers were shocked 
to learn they did not comply with 
CFIA regulations regarding ingredi- 
ents, nutritional facts, and weight. 
The CFIA further demanded all 
recipes be registered with them at 
a cost of $800 per recipe. Renfrew 
Home Bakery has 300 recipes in 
its cook book. Furthermore, the 
CFIA demanded compliance no 
later then Jan. 1, 2007. In addi- 
tion, bakeries in Carp, Campbell’s 
Bay, and Perth have been visited. 
The Campbell's Bay Bakery has al- 
ready closed. The excuse of food 
safety is evidence of the CFIA’s ig- 
Norance and their inability to use 
reasonable discretion.

That was exactly what 
poor old Colin Powell, U.S. 
Secretary of State at the 
time, told the United Na- 
tions Security Counall in 
February, 2003, when he 
was trying to get the UN 
to back the invasion of Iraq. 
He said that“ 
rorist operative” who “was 


a senior ter- 


responsible for one of al 
Qaeda’s training camps 
in Afghanistan” had told 
US. interrogators that Sad- 
dam Hussein had offered 
to train al-Qaeda in the use 
of chemical and biological 
weapons. 

With the wisdom of 
hindsight it is obvious that 
either the U.S. was lying, 
or else that the “senior ter- 
rorist operative” had lied 
to the U.S, since Saddam

Human beings really aren’t that compli- 
cated. We tend to do things to make our- 
selves feel good. But if that’s true, why 
do so many adults make bizarre choic- 
es? Psychologists tell us that when we 
do dumb things it’s often because we're 
trying to fix something inside. It’s called 
the “repetition compulsion,” and it goes 
like this: when children experience emo- 
tional pain, they may try to recreate the 
pain as adults, so that they can finally 
work through it. So if a little girl has an 
absent or abusive daddy, she’s going to 
marry someone who is abusive or dis- 
tant, so she can feel the same way she did 
when she was a kid, but get it right this 
time. She doesn’t do this consciously, of 
course, but she still does it. 

Though the course of our lives tends to 
follow this path, we can give ourselves a lit- 
tle shove if we become aware of the danger. 
Unfortunately, that's easier said than done be- 
cause many of us are oblivious to our neuro- 
ses, and the only way to stop is to notice the 
problem. If we can help our kids notice their 
“thin ice” signs, then we can help them avoid 
bad choices later on. 

One of the best ways to help our kids suc- 
ceed, then, is to defeat some of our negative 
family patterns, like alcoholism, marrying los- 
ers, or becoming too emotionally enmeshed 
with your mom. That's hard to do, because it 


Means admitting where we may have made 
mistakes, or even where our parents made 
mistakes. It’s so much easier to pretend that 
there’s nothing wrong. 

In fact, pretending is a common trait in 
many families with heavy psychological bag- 
gage. The usual reaction when a child points 
out that something is odd is to tell the child 
that they are the odd one for thinking that. 
You're not messed up; your kid’s interpreta- 
tion of the situation is. So if your child won- 
ders why Daddy passes out at night and gets 
really angry and talks funny, you say Daddy’s 
just tired. You can’t admit he’s an alcoholic 
because then you'd have to deal with it. Or if 
your child thinks Grandma and Grandpa are 
mean for constantly critidzing, never smil- 
ing, and forbidding any noise, you tell them 
that Grandma and Grandpa are saints because 
you can’t deal with the fact that your parents 
are actually cruel. You're still waiting for that 
love you never felt from them 

In the meantime, your children grow up 
feeling very ashamed of their disloyal feel- 
ings. Children, after all, do know when there's 
something wrong, If they 
aboutit they shove it inside, where it’s going to 
come out sooner or later, often in poor choices 
you would rather they avoid. 

Tolstoy once wrote “all happy families re- 
semble one another, but each unhappy fam- 
ily 1s unhappy 1n Its OWN Way. Perhaps one 
of the reasons his statement rings true is that 
unhappy families are often unhappy because 
they cannot speak of the source of the problem. 
The children are not even supposed to admit 
that theyre unhappy, so each unhappy family 
suffers alone. If we can develop the psycho- 
logical fortitude to face some of our demons, 
though, then we allow our children to face 
theirs, too. Shine light on the problem, even if 
itmakes you uncomfortable, even if it breaks 
your fragile relationship with your

Now and again when I'm in a nostalgic 
mood I dig through my old collection of 
Long Play recordings to find a certain 
tune that’s still “gentle on my mind.” 
I realize that many of these recordings 
are now passé because of high-definition 
technology and the snap, crackle and pop 
have been eliminated, but I find it hard 
to throw out old LPs. I like looking at 
the covers. I think maybe they should be 
framed and hung on the wall 

The old vinyl 33-1/3 recordings have 
become antique artifacts like the turn- 
tables and jukeboxes that once played 
them. Along with 8mm home movies 
and Viewmaster slides, they are stored in 
attics to gather dust and provide amuse- 
ment for exploring grandchildren. But 
while the music tracks can be digitally 
reproduced in all their pristine clarity 
the covers will never be duplicated. They 
represent a lost art form 

When LPs first came out in the early 

50s, the packaging was straightforward 

and utilitarian. By the end of the decade, 
jazz releases began to sport creative art- 
work that symbolized the contents. Pop- 
ular artists then began to spend more 
time on the look as well as the sound 
of their product. I have a recording of 
the soundtrack for “The Jolson Story,’ 
showing simply a pair of white gloves 
ona black background. An LP of Bing 
Crosby pictures a bowtie, a pipe, and a 
pork-pie hat. No further identification 
was needed. 

My favorite cover is on a 1955 Capital 
album featuring lush orchestral music 
composed and directed by Jackie Glea- 
son. It is called “Lonesome Echo” and 
pictures a huge butterfly on a staff cast- 
ing its shadow across the sand to a cliff

She added that half the crop is off now, the rest 
is still standing because of all the rain. “We are get- 
ting anxious,” she admitted. 

Colleen’s farm raises “happy cows” as well as 
crops. She says the main purpose of the farm is to 
eat, and raise a family, with the rest used to pay the 
bills. She admitted it is hard for farmers to survive 
in today’s world, but they make a living off 80 per 
cent of what they produce. 

Colleen noted that net farm incomes dropped dra- 
matically, with costs like diesel fuel and fertilizer 
going up. The total farm debt in Canada was over 
$50 billion in 2005, up from $48 billion in 2004. 
“Farm debt is now subsidizing food,” she said. 
e are paying for the corn in the cornflakes as 
well as the box!” 

She said Terminator technology is meddling with 
nature and playing God. It plans to stop farmers 
from replanting seed, but it creates sterile seeds 
and annihilates native species. On her farm they do 
everything they can to protect the integrity of the 
product, down to “using nails and toothbrushes on 
the combine” to control purity of the crop. But once 
it leaves the farm, it can get contaminated. 

Russ Christiansen asked if consumer confidence 
is waning. Colleen said people are questioning the 
integrity of organic farming. Is it organic and is it 
certified? She said there are more direct farm sales, 
after the BSE seare. She can guarantee the animals 
on her farm are OK. 

One farmer said people have been told not to 
touch anything off the farm because their health 
might be at risk. “They are being told that frozen 
or canned is safer,” he said.

Colleen also talked about gene stacking through 
companies like Monsanto. However, it has been 
shown that corn with LY038 (lysine) has a high 
concentration of compounds known to produce 
food hazards when heated with sugars found in 
corn. “It's like eating steroids,” she said. The safety 
standards recommend that people not take lysine 
without talking to their doctor, and not if they have 
kidney or liver disease or are pregnant. 

Any kind of interaction or consultation with 
farmers and the government is virtually impos- 
sible, Colleen adds. A website from the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency has a Consultation Docu- 
ment Workbook that is very difficult to access and 
understand. 

“We are dealing with people making huge salaries,” 
she says. “Iam just a farmer. I have no time to read 
all this. And they call it public consultation!” 

She adds that the government considers this a 
model, but if people want to have a say itis like go- 
ing into an incredible labyrinth. 

Colleen says the new Canadian Standards site is 
also very difficult to navigate. Topics like the Reg- 
istered Impact Analysis Statement are very murky. 
“How much time do we have?” she asks. “And why 
do we have to do that? In other countries they pub- 
lish the information in newspapers and the public 
has six months for input.” 

She wonders about the motivations these people 
have. She also notes that priorities should be to buy 
local and organic produce first, buying directly as 
much as they can, then choosing Canadian over other 
countries’ imports. She says standards for organic 
in other countries may not be the same.

Campbellford-The Campbellford and District Horticultural 
Society met in Jenkin’s Nov. 6, 2006 as President Rose Odell 
welcomed the group, asking Glenn Bennett to introduce the 
guest speaker.

He grows many different varieties of pumpkins, squash 
and gourds, experimenting with the seeds of different plants, 
trying to produce a unique example.

Pumpkins are grown in all sizes from 
diminutive to giant. Some pumpkins with 
asmoother skin are useful for painting at 
Thanksgiving or Halloween. At Thanks- 
giving, he often spreads straw for chil- 
dren to sit on the ground and paint their 
own pumpkin. Many school children are 
eager to see the big pumpkins and rush 
across the field to find them.

Most squash keep best at a temperature of 60-66 degrees 
in dry conditions. However, pepper squash keeps better at a 
lower temperature of 40 degrees.

Canada: The Dog Woke Up

“Michael Ignatieff strode 
back into Canada bearing 
gilt-edged promises that he 
had kept a close watch on 
our political evolution dur 
ing his decades on foreign 
soil and that he would be 
appropriately sensitive to 
our sociopolitical nuances. 
He then, by stating a posi- 
tion on Quebecas a nation, 
proceeded to break our sin- 
gle most important political 
taboo. Its as ifa papal can- 
didate had suddenly barged 
into a Catholic church and 
set the altar ablaze. 

So ran the lead editori- 
al of one of Canada’s two 
national newspapers, The 
National Post 
after the blaze spread to th re 
roof. When Michael Ignati 
eff, a candidate for the lead- 


on the day 


ership of the Liberal Party 
and therefore potentially a 
future prime minister, de- 
clared last June that he saw 
the mainly French-speak- 
ing province of Quebec as 


“a nation” within Canada, 
and was open to new nego- 
tiations to enshrine that con- 
cept in the constitution, he 
re-opened the wound that 
never really heals, and con- 
demned the country to an- 
other constitutional crisis. 

Last month, taking their 
lead from Ignatieff, the Que- 
bec branch of the Liberal 
Party adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for the party 
to recognise “the Quebec 
nation within Canada,” and 
to “officialise this historical 
and socal reality.” Then the 
separatist Quebec party in 
the federal parliament, the 
Bloc Quebecois, seized on 
that to introduce a bill de- 
manding “that this House 
recognize that Quebecers 
forma nation.” 

The Blochoped the other 
parties would vote against 
the bill, thereby demon- 
strating their alleged hos- 
tility to French-speaking 


Quebecers and their aspira- 
tions but Prime Minister Ste- 
phen Harper was too dever 
for them. On Wednesday, he 
introduced resolution dedar 
ing that parliament “reaogniz- 
es that the Quebecois forma 
nation WITHIN A UNITED 
CANADA, andall the parties 
flocked to support it— even 
the Bloc Quebecois. 

In one swift move Harper 
won support for his Conser 
vative Party in Quebec in the 
next election, and boosted the 
chances that Michael Igna- 
tieff, the easiest candidate to 
beat, will win the leadership 
of the Liberal Party. Howev 


er he also raised the spectre 


Since the “quiet revolu 
tion” of the 1960s delivered 
Quebec into the modern 
world politically, the issue 
of independence for Can 
ada’s only French-majori- 
ty province has never gone 
away for long. The separat- 
ist Parti Quebecois has been 
in power much of the time 
since then, and is favoured 
in the opinion polls to retum 
to power in the next provin- 
dal election. Twice it has held 
referendums on indepen- 
dence, and twice it has failed 
togeta “yes” vote, but it has 
promised another when the 
circumstances are right. 

In practice, “when the ar- 
cumstances are right” has 
meant when francophone 
Quebecers are feeling alien- 
ated from English-speaking 
Canada. The first referen- 
dum on independence in 
1980 was defeated 60-40, 
butafter two failed attempts 
at constitutional reform the 
second referendum in 1995 
came withina hair’s-breadth 

of saying “yes.” Canada has 
now almost certainly em- 
barked, willy-nilly, on a 
third attempt at constitu- 
tional reform, regardless 
of how much the present 
government denies it. The 


sleeping dog has woken,

But a third attempt at 
finding a constitutional 
formula that will satisfy 
both nationalist Quebecois 
and the English-speaking 
majonty in the other nine 
provinces is almost cer- 
tainly doomed to failure 
for the same reasons as the 
first two: there is no such 
formula. So at the end of 
this road, very probably

In the words of Ken 
Dryden, also at one point 
a Liberal leadership can- 
didate, Ignatieff “bumped 
into a chair and woke the 
dog up.” But he will prob

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United Church of Canada says Bill C-9 handcuffs judges

The United Church of Canada is calling on the Canadian gov- 
ernment to withdraw legislation to amend Canada’s Crimi- 
nal Code because, says the church, “Bill C-9 plays only to 
people's fears.” 

“The proposed legislation to curtail conditional sentencing 
will hurt real people and real communities,” says the United 
Church’s Moderator, the Right Rev. David Giuliano. “We are 
committed to justice that serves the community and con- 
cerned about the reactionary and simplistic premise of Bill 
C-9, a bill that effectively handcuffs judges.” 

Ina letter sent to all members of the House of Commons 
and the Senate, Giuliano writes, “We believe that Bill C-9 


—which denies access to conditional sentencing for the 160 
offences that carry a maximum of 10 years — is poorly de- 
signed. It plays to the sound and fury audience, but signifies 
next to nothing. It does not contribute to safer communi- 
ties, allow for rehabilitation of the offender, or redress the 
victim.” 

Heather Macdonald is The United Church of Canada’s pro- 
gram co-ordinator for restorative justice. She explains that 
in many of the church’s outreach ministries across Canada 
the United Church has witnessed positive results from the 
discretionary application of conditional sentences 

Macdonald adds that the United Church believes sanctions 


should fit the circumstances of the crime, the offender, an 
the victim.

asked if he had looked at any etiquette books lately. Then I 
hung up my wet phone, plodded back to my now cold bath- 
room, and picked up my damp book. 

Maybe I shouldn’t have answered at all. Let’s say you're 
enjoying an all-too-expensive meal out with your family.

The CRTC has been considering the Do Not Call Registry 
for some time, and maybe it will get going eventually.

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Recollections 


Just the mere mention of the name... 
Ebeneezer Scrooge and a heartless and 
cruel image appears. He has become the 
ultimate example of mean and miserly 
living and the phrase “Bah! Humbug!” 
is known around the world as the dis- 
missive invective of a despicable human 
being. I met him last year in Brighton, 
the year before in Belleville, the year 
before that in Picton and this year he 
3 will be in Tweed. 

Roy Bonisteel When Charles Dickens wrote A 
Christmas Carol I doubt if he knew his creation would be pop- 
ular and fresh 163 years later. Thousands of families make its 
reading an annual tradition and Judy Maddren spreads its popu- 
larity even more each year. You may know Judy from her World 
Report newscasts every morning on CBC radio. 

Judy says, “ In December of 1989, my husband, our four chil- 
dren and I, were staying at a cottage for a few days. He and I 
cooked up a deal. If I kept the children occupied after supper, he 
would clean up the dishes. So for three evenings I read the com- 
plete Christmas Carol to my four young ones. But their father 
kept sneaking out of the kitchen, tea-towel in hand, to listen to 
the story. I realized that once we grow up we usually leave be- 
hind the pleasure of being read to, and with that thought, I had 
another. Wouldn’t it be wonderful to read A Christmas Carol to 
adults too? A few years after writing the story, Charles Dickens 
shortened it so he could read it as an evening’s entertainment. 
With the briefer text in hand, and the support of colleagues at 
CBC radio I set about mounting a public reading with music.” 

It was certainly one of the better ideas to come out of the CBC. 
As Judy says, “It just grew like Topsy.” Over 100 communities 
across Canada will be staging the production this year. Last year 
over $210,000 was raised for local charities like food banks, li- 
braries, hospitals, shelters and special needs. The money raised 
Saturday Dec. 2 at St.John’s United Church in Tweed will go to 
the Tweed area Arts council.

ottawa -The Honourable Chuck Strahl, Minister 
of Agriculture and Agri-Food and Minister for the 
Canadian Wheat Board, today issued the following 
statement after the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) restarted the administrative process to fur- 
ther normalize beef and cattle trade. 

“Canada’s New Government is encouraged by 
the USDA‘s decision to resubmit its second Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy (BSE) rule for inter- 
agency review by the Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB). This is the last step before publi- 
cation of the rule for public comment. 

“During my visit to Washington, D.C., in Sep- 
tember, Secretary Johanns and I discussed the im- 
portance of the second BSE rule to industry on both 
sides of the border. Resuming the OMB process in- 
dicates that normalizing trade remains a priority 


and a shared objective of our two governments. 

“Canadian officials will continue to work with 
their American counterparts to ensure that older 
animals from Canada, products derived from them 
as well as breeding stock may be traded as soon as 
possible. Pursuing the interests of Canadian farm 
families remains a priority of this government.”

The real culprits 


This a response to “Blackmail 
and excuses about trails,” by Mr. 
Hickson. | lived on a farm most 
of my life and | also snowmo- 
bile. It seems to me Mr. Hickson 
is confusing two issues. 

One hundred percent of the 
Ontario Federation of Snow- 
mobile Clubs (O.F.S.C.) trails 
that cross private land, farm or 
otherwise do so with 100 per 
cent consent of the landowners. 
The O.F.S.C. doesn’t just up and 
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make a trail across your proper. 
ty. After agreement, private land 
trails are groomed, marked and 
signed to keep snowmobiles from 
riding where the landowner pro- 
hibits and the majority of O.£5,¢. 
members ride only where they‘re 
supposed to. 

Mr. Hickson’s statement of being 
“given the finger” during planting 
and harvesting is puzzling. Snow- 
mobiles only operate on snow; no 
farmer I’ve ever known plants in 
January to March (hard on the seed 
drill) and even if you did, unless 
you gave the O.F.S.C. permission 
to “trail” your land snowmobiles 
woldn’t be there. 

| think Mr. Hickson is confusing 
organized snowmobiling with reck- 
less and irresponsible people rid- 
ing ATVs, which can go anywhere 
and everywhere all four seasons 
of the year, often making their 
own trails, ATVs are not allowed 
on snowmobile trails even in sum- 
mer and are really only supposed 
to use the Heritage Trail (with a 
permit). ATVs really have no of- 
ficial organization to govern or 
police their use. 

These are the real culprits that l- 
legally open sled trails in the closed 
season to cross private land, of 
they just open a gate and ride. 
Closing snowmobile trails won't 
stop ATV trespassers.

Have you visited the local library lately? 

We'd like to think the answer is a resounding 
and loud yes. Hard on the heels of a very success- 
ful Canadian Library Month it might be time to 
remind people that libraries are a touchstone of 
civilization — an absolutely essential element of 
any healthy, progressive, inquisitive and knowl- 
edge-hungry society. 

Libraries are extraordinary repositories of books 
that reveal the genius of humankind and the won- 
derment of the world around us.

Hawking's warning

It was vintage Stephen 
Hawking. Last week the 
world’s most famous as- 
trophysicist, receiving the 
Royal Society’s Copley 
Medal, Britain’s highest 
scientific award, used the 
opportunity to warn that 
“the long-term survival 
of the human race is at 
risk so long as it is con- 
fined toa single planet.” 
So we must go, as Buzz 
Lightyear would put it, 
“to the stars — and be- 
yond!” 

“Sooner or later, disas- 
ters such as an asteroid 
collision or nuclear war 
could wipe us all out,” 
Hawking said after the 
ceremony. “But once we 
spread outinto space and 
establish independent col- 
onies, our future should 
be safe. There isn’t any- 
where like the Earth in 
the solar 
would have to go to an- 
other star.” 

By sheer coincidence, 
just three months ago a 
decision was made to take 
the first baby steps in that 
direction: “We're going 
fora base on the Moon,” 
said Scott Horowitz, as- 
sociate administrator for 
exploration of the U.S 
space agency NASA (the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration) in 
mid-September. 

It was part of the roll- 
out of NASA’s plans for 
the new spacecraft that

will replace America’s 
ageing and accident- 
prone Space Shuttle fleet, 
which will be retired in 
2010. The Orion vehicles 
will revert to the simpler 
methods of the Apollo 
spacecraft that flew the 
manned moon missions 
in 1968-72, launching into 
orbit atop large rockets 
and descending back to 
Earth by parachute, but 
their technology will be 
half a century better. 


The first job of the Ori- 
ons when they enter ser- 
vice in 2014 (after an em- 
barrassing four-year gap 
when U.S.-manned space 
missions must depend on 
European, Russian or Chi- 
nese launch vehicles) will 
be to meet American com- 
mitments in support of the 
International Space Sta- 
tion. By 2020, however, 
chief NASA administrator 
Michael Griffin promises 
that an Orion will carry a 
four-person mission to the 
Moon, the first human vis- 
it in almost 50 years. But 
this time, he said, the visi- 
tors will be going to stay 
—and to “extend human 
presence across the Solar 
System and beyond 

The base will be near 
one of the Moon’s poles 
as those are the only parts 
of the surface where there 
is continuous sunlight to 
provide power (and there 
may even be frozen wa- 
ter available in some of 
the craters). It will serve 
not only as a science cen- 
tre but a possible stepping 
stone to Mars. That's about 
one hundred times as far 
away — the first step out of 
the wading pool and into 
the ocean — but manned 
missions to Mars are now 
officially on the agenda 
as well 

It is a bit late, but full 
credit to President George 
W. Bush, who responded 
to the latest Shuttle disas- 
ter in 2003 by becoming 
the first American lead- 
er to get serious about 
space flight in decades 
The question is whether 
the commitment will sur- 
vive Bush’s departure in 
two years’ time: a Con- 
gress bitter about the lost 
war in Viernam gutted the 
funding for the first U.S. 
Moon project, and a Con- 

gress bitter about the lost 
war in Iraq could do the 
same again 

This time, however 


the United States is no 
longer the only major 
player. The European 
Union and Russia are 
currently doing a fea- 
sibility study for a joint 
rocket and manned ve- 
hicle programme based 
on their existing Ariane 
and Soyuz technologies 
China is already in the 
manned space-flight 
business, and both Japan 
and India have clear am- 
bitions in that direction 
With or without Ameri- 
can involvement, bases 
on the Moon are likely 
in less than 20 years, and 
on Mars in perhaps an- 
other decade 

That doesn’t really 
add up to “indepen- 
dent colonies” that sat- 
isfy Hawking’s criteria 
however, because human 
beings cannot live any 
where in the solar sys- 
tem apart from Earth 
without hugely expen 
sive and vulnerable life 
support systems. To find 
other habitable planets 
we must go to the stars 
a journey many tens 
of thousands of times 
farther than the trip to 
Mars. 

Barring some com 
pletely unforeseen sci- 
entific and technological 
revolution, that will not 
happen in this century 
But unless global civili 
sation suffers an early 
and comprehensive col- 
lapse, the logic of human 
history suggests that it 
probably will happen 
eventually, one way or 
another. 

Will that finally make 
us safe from extinction? 
A little bit safer 

maybe, but any tech 
nology that can take us 
to the stars can probably 
also destroy whole plan- 
ets at interstellar range 
No matter how far we go, 
we can never get away 


from ourselves

Eric Walters spent Nov. 30 at Sacred Heart 
School, thanks to a grant from the Al- 
gonquin and Lakeshore ¢ atholic Educa- 
tion Fund. Vice Principal Susan Branni- 
gan-Rampp and Lisa Alberta, Grade 7-8 


teacher were responsible for submitting 
the grant; students from Grades 1 through 
8 each got their turn with Walters in the 
school library. 

Walters is a former elementary school 
teacher, having taught K-8 for 10 years 
He’s also has a Master's degree in Psy- 
chology and is a crisis social worker one 
night a week at a Mississauga hospi- 
tal. He wrote his first book in 1993 ina 
Grade 5 classroom, keeping one chapter 
ahead of the class of reluctant readers, 
his goal to encourage them to improve 
their reading and writing skills. He wrote 
two-to-three books a year in the class- 
room after that. 

“Writing is not tricky,” he told the 
Grade 5-6 students, “It’s easy because you 
only write what you know.

He “took” the students into a barn 
by showing the video he taped at the 
time. He encouraged them to listen to 
the animals as he walked around, hear 
how rain sounded on the roof and wind 
through the boards.

To grow hydroponically, plants require full spectrum sun- 
light and, for food crops, a high-intensity discharge light, sim- 
ilar to sodium street lights. A 400 watt bulb with reflectors 
will grow a 4’x4’ area of plants; they can do with 25-30watt 
bulbs but, to really thrive, need at least 20 watts.

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Recollections 
Pearl Harbor 


As faras I know our family invent- 
ed the winter game of “peckers.” 
At least I have never seen anybody 
else play it. They are made from two 
round pieces of wood an inch-and- 
a-half thick and a foot long with a 
sharpened nail inserted in one end 
of each. You sit on your sled on a 
F long patch of ice and propel yourself 
Roy Bonisteel forward by thrusting the peckers si- 
multaneously into the ice on either side, and pushing. On 
a crisp, cold day when the ice is hard and smooth, incred- 
ible speeds can be obtained. 

Our creek ran from the north-east corner of the woods 
down across the pasture fields, skirted the barn and ducked 
through the tunnel under the CNR railroad that divided our 
farm in half, Seated on your sled with your knees tucked 
under your chin and your arms pumping at your sides, you 
enjoyed a most thrilling home-made sport. 

One cold Sunday in early December 1941, the 7th to be 
exact, I had spent half the day pecking on the creek. Hours 
of whipping around the trees in the sugar bush and ma- 
noeuyring the curves through the pasture had left me arm- 
weary and sweaty-cold. 

I deposited my sled outside the back door of our farm- 
house and vaguely wondered why no one had called me 
for lunch. As the warmth of the wood-heated kitchen en- 
veloped me, I saw my parents press close to the old battery

Terminator seeds: 


Canadian 
no capaci 
on farmers

On Friday, Dee. 1 in Winnipeg, a representative from Ag- 
riculture and Agri-food Canada admitted that the depart- 
ment has no capacity to assess the social and economic im- 
pacts of Terminator seeds — seeds genetically engineered 
to be sterile after first planting — before introducing them 


into Canada 


Speaking at a seed sector meeting, Andrea Johnston, 
Chief, Strategic Policy Development, Agriculture Canada, 
revealed that the Canadian government has no mechanism 
to evaluate the impacts of Terminator seeds on Canadian 
farmers. Instead, Ms. Johnston stated that the government 
will leave the assessment to the marketplace, and restated, 


“That's how we do it now.” 


In March 2006, the Canadian government agreed toa 
global consensus that reaffirmed and strengthened a deci- 
sion which most other governments see as a moratorium

on Terminator seeds, at the United Na- 
tions Convention on Biological Diver- 
sity. The language of the moratorium 
recommends that commercializing Ter- 
munator not even be considered until 
governments fully assess the economic 
and social impacts. 

“Leaving assessment of Terminators’ 
impact on farmers to the marketplace 
is absurdly irresponsible and would 
leave farmers at the mercy of every 
seed company that wants to enhance 
its control over the market,” said Col- 
leen Ross, Women’s President of the 
National Farmers Union. “Farmers in 
Canada have not been heard yet by this 
government on the issue of Terminator 
seeds.” Ms. Ross added, “Fertility and 
germination is foundationally impor- 
tant to farming and survival.” . 

“Even now, the Canadian government 
is working at cross-purposes with the 
global moratorium,” said Lucy Sharratt, 
Coordinator of the Canadian Biotech- 
nology Action Network, “Clearly the 
government does not understand the 
full extent of world Opposition to Ter- 
minator and the current global political 
will behind the moratorium,” 

The revelation comes just days before 
the House of Commons Standing Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Agri-food 
held a hearing on the issue of Termina- 
tor technology, Thursday, Dee. 7.

tadio and heard the voice of a sombre announcer repeat- 
ing news bulletins. 

“What's up?” I asked. 

“The Japanese air force has attacked Pearl Harbor.” an- 
Swered my mother quietly. 

“Where’s that 2” 

“Apparently it’s somewhere in the Hawaiian Islands” 

In response to my blank look, she explained 

“The Hawaiian Islands belong to the United States. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has declared war against Japan. Canada 
Will too.” 

We cranked up the radio to hear President Franklin Roos- 
evelt predict...”December the Seventh, 1941, a day that 
Will live in Infamy.” 

A few weeks ago I was at Pearl Harbor on the Island of 
Oahu walking though the national memorial museum built 
over the sunken battleship Arizona. You look down through 
the glass floor and see parts of the monster ship that be- 
came the grave for 1,177 crewmembers. Almost the entire 

fleet was destroyed that day. The battleship Missoun 
n which the Japanese surrender took place in August ae 
15 anchored nearby. 
As you look at the calm Pacific waters over the sunken 
"Zona, you notice small oil slicks glistening in the bgt 
AWaiian sun, One of the huge oil tanks on the ship did not 
ust on that Dec, 7 , but each day since, a couple of pints 
F oil escape to the surface. It is said that these shimmer- 
ing spots are the tears of the dead sailors and have been 
"sing for 65 years. 
Itis also said that when the oil is all gone, and the tears 
‘top, we will have peace on earth. One can only hope

want to let it sit for 24 hours to allow 
the chlorine to evaporate before water- 
ing plants. 

Middleton described a 70-acre green- 
house in Western Ontario and a 1,000- 
acre greenhouse in Quebec that produc- 
es only peppers. Most large growers use 
“beneficial insects” to control damage. 
Not sprays or irradiation, using seeds that 
have not been genetically altered 

“We could cure world hunger through 
hydroponics,” Middleton stated. “It’s 
the ancient way of doing things and it’s 
very productive. Cost of a 1,000 watt 
light package operating 18 hours a day is 
about $32 a month. There are no mould 
or condensation problems.”

ows, pawn-brokers and virgins. He died 
in 343 and in the 11th century his bones 
were secretly taken and reburied in Bari, 
Italy where they are still. By 1200 many 
churches were dedicated in his name. 

Dutch settlers in New Amsterdam, 
later New York, brought the story of 
St.Nicholas to North Americans where 
they pronounced his name “Sinter-Klaas,” 
which became Santa Claus when said 
by English-speaking children. Thom- 
as Nast, an American cartoonist started 
drawing what we now picture as San- 
ta Claus around the late 1800s. He also 
placed Santa at the North Pole. He said 
he decided on the Arctic home because it 
was an obvious place to keep him from 
being hassled by children all year round 
and also because no country could then 
actually claim him 

In the third century Clement of Alex- 
andria said that Christ had been born on 
May 20 and that his birthday should be 
celebrated then. Others continued to spec- 
ulate. In 336 the Western churches decid- 
ed on Dec. 25 during the winter solstice 
The Eastern Church however favoured 
Jan. 6 and the time between became “The 
Twelve Days of Christmas.”

My husband, a pediatrician, is used to 
women screaming and hollering while 
giving birth, without having a man pres- 
ent to take the abuses. He's also used to 
the other type of birth, where family of all types is not only 
present and cheering her on, but also recording the screaming 
and hollering for posterity, though why any woman would 
opt to preserve this image of herself is beyond me. 

Increasingly, though, he’s starting to see the merging of the 
video camera and the woman giving birth without a man. It’s 
largely because in these cases the men aren’t absent from the 
women’s lives; they're just absent from the country. Living 
and working where we do, next door to the largest air force 
base in Canada, it’s hard to escape the fact that many thou- 
sands of our armed forces are serving in very hostile lands, 
where people aren’t exactly clamouring to be the first to get 
in the Christmas spirit. 

| often get grumpy when Keith’s on-call over Christmas. I 
don’t like having to delay opening the presents until he gets 
back from seeing yet another asthmatic child in the emergen- 
cy, and somehow my sympathy which should go out to the 
parents who are stuck in the Emergency Room at Christmas 
seems to boomerang off my front door and land in my lap, 
where I pout into my cup of hot chocolate. 

If your spouse is a firefighter, or a nurse, ora doctor, or even 
a waitress, you're probably used to them being away at rather 
inopportune times. It’s one thing, though, to be working on 
an important family day. It’s quite another to be working for 
a year’s worth of important family days. One friend of mine 
missed six months of his son’s life last spring; he missed his 
first word, his first step, even the first time he slept through 
the night. Another friend of mine is currently missing six 
months of his three teenagers’ lives. Maybe he won‘t miss 
any firsts, but he might miss some lasts; the last time a child 
deigns to cuddle up ina parent's lap; the last time you're ac- 
tually able to offer any meaningful help with math home- 
work; the last time you're all around in an evening together 
to play Monopoly. Perhaps missing the lasts is just as hard 
as missing the firsts. 

The other night my husband came home ina melancholy 
mood to tell me about yet another woman giving birth just 
after her husband was sent to Afghanistan. And it made me 
think once more about what life must be like for them, miss- 
ing these crucial moments, and still trying to maintain some 
semblance of their Canadian life over there. And yet, as I think 
about it, perhaps these troops of ours are doing something 
rather appropriate for this Christmas season. Allover the 
world, they are fighting a very strange kind of war. Canada’s 
not actually trying to win anything. We're simply fighting

Marmora - In their 58 years of marriage, 
Vera and Winston Wylie seem to have 
been on the same wavelength about 
the things they individually considered 
important: working tirelessly for fam- 
ily, church and community.

Here's the plan. Every- 
body in the country will 
get the same allowance for 
how much carbon dioxide 
they can emit each year, 
and every time they buy 
some product that involves 


a rbon dioxide emussions 
— filling their car, paying 
their utility bills, buying 
an airline ticket — carbon 
points are deducted from 
their credit or debit cards 
Like Air Miles, only in 
reverse. 

So if you ride a bike ev- 
erywhere, insulate your 
home, and don’t travel 
much, you can sell your 
unused points back to the 
system. And if you use 
up your allowance before 
the end of the year, then 
you will have to buy ex- 
tra points from the sys- 
tem. 

This is no lunatic pro- 
posal from the eco-radical 
fringe. It is on the verge 
of becoming British gov- 
ernment policy, and envi- 
ronment secretary David 
Miliband is behind it one 
hundred per cent. In fact, 
he is hoping to launch a 
pilot scheme quite soon, 
with the goal of moving to 
a comprehensive national 
scheme of carbon ration- 
ing within five years. 

A huge share of total 
emissions is driven by 
the decisions of individ- 
ual consumers. Miliband 
thinks that the least in- 
trusive, most efficient way 
of shaping those decisions 
is to set up a system that 
tracks everybody's use of 
goods and services that 
produce a lot of green- 
house gases, and rewards 
the thrifty while impos- 
ing higher costs on the 
profligate. And there is no 
time to lose: the world’s 
carbon emissions have to 


change: The shape of things to come 


stop growing within ten 
to fifteen years, he says 
and Britain must cut its 
total carbon emissions by 
60 per cent in the next 30 
or 40 years. 

“We are in a danger- 
ous place now,” he told 
The Guardian newspa- 
per on Dec. 11, “and it is 
going to be very difficult 
to get into a less danger- 
ous place. The science is 
getting worse faster than 
the politics is getting bet- 
ter. People know the tech- 
nology exists to get a lot 
of this done...but there is a 
huge chasm of mistrust be- 
tween countries about how 
to do this... The develop- 
ing countries won't take on 
any carbon reduction tar- 
gets until they believe the 
countries that have caused 
the problem do so. 

The science certainly 
is “getting worse,” in the 
sense that every forecast is 
worse than the one before. 
The most recent assessment 
of the state of the Arctic by 
the International Panel on 
Climate Change, whose full 
fourth report is due next 
year, was published early 
in the journal “Geophysi- 
cal Research Letters” last 
week because its forecast 
was so alarming. 

If current trends per- 
sist, the scientists report- 
ed, the Arctic Ocean will 
be entirely ice-free in 
the summertime, not in 
2080, as previous forecasts 
suggested, but by 2040, 
just 33 years from now. 
Then the dark ocean sur- 
face absorbs much more 
heat than the reflective ice 
did, and another element 
of feedback kicks in, and 
the speed of warming in- 

creases again... 

Those in the know are 
very frightened, but there

That's where the long 
range target of 60 per 
cent emission cuts tor 
Bnitain comes from. Brit- 
ain only produces two per 
cent of global greenhouse 
gas emissions, so a 60 per 
cent cut in Britain alone 
is still only a drop in the 
bucket, but the aim is to 
set an example: see, we 
can do this without im- 
poverishing ourselves, so 
other developed countries 
can, too. And if they do, 
then a deal to control the 
growth of emissions in 
the developing countries 
is within reach 

So individual carbon 

credit accounts for all 
and if you want to do 
things that produce more 
carbon dioxide than your 
annual allowance, you 
pay for it. The frugal 
and the poor can sell 
their unused credits back 
into the system — and 
every year or so, as the 
average carbon efficiency 
of transport or food pro- 
duction or power genera- 
tion improves a little bit 
the size of the free per- 
sonal carbon allowance 
is reduced a little bit.

Christmas 
beginnings 


I remember hearing an interview back 
in the 60s with Virginia O'Hanlon. 
She clearly recalled the day when 
she was 8 years old being told by her 
classmates that there was no Santa 
Claus. When she asked her father, a 
doctor, if Santa was real he hemmed 
and hawed and then suggested she 
write to The New York Sun newspaper for an answer. She 
wrote the letter on a Sunday afternoon in September of 
1897. The editor of The Sun was Frank P. Church who lat- 
er admitted to almost throwing the letter into the waste- 
basket. Instead, he decided to answer it in an editorial and 
told the little girl, “Yes Virginia, there is a Santa Claus He 
exists as certainly as love and generosity and devotion ex-

ist.” Virginia grew up to be a teacher and a school princi- 
pal. In the interview she said she was “absolutely elated” 
when she read the editorial. “I had overwhelming proof 
that Santa did exist.” 

Stories like these seem to make Christmas more enjoy- 
able. I particularly like the origins of Christmas traditions 
The tree for example. In the early centuries a lot of pagan 
traditions were taken over by Christmas celebrations. The 
decorating of the Yule tree was a major part of Teutonic win- 
ter solstice celebrations. The green of the tree symbolized 
the continuance of life through winter in the early festivals, 
later to become the Christian belief of eternal life through 
Christ. Canada’s first Christmas tree was erected in Sorel, 
Quebec by Baron Friedrich von Riedesel in 1781.

A lot of people get upset when Christmas is shortened 
to Xmas. They shouldn’t. The early Christians sometimes 
called themselves Xns. They used the Greek letter X be- 
cause it was the first letter of Christ’s name, Xristos and 
it also symbolized the cross. The word Christmas comes 
from the Old English Cristes maesse, meaning Christ's 
Mass. 

Many astronomers believe the “star” that led the Magi 
to Bethlehem could have been a planetary conjunction, a 
super nova, or a comet. They cite a Han-dynasty Chinese 
astronomical notice that appeared in March or April of 5 
B.C. Most scholars now believe that Christ was born near 
the end of Herod’s reign, certainly earlier than 4 B.C. 

One of the best-known carols of 
Christmas is from an orchestral piece 
by Felix Mendelssohn that was writ- 
ten in commemoration of the devel- 
opment of the printing press. Antici- 
pating that lyrics would eventually 
be written for his work, Mendelssohn 
set down specific instructions. “There 
must be a national and merry sub- 
ject found out, something to which 
the soldier-like and buxom motion 
of the piece has some relation, and 
the words must express something 
gay and popular as the music tries to 
do.” Actually, the words had already 
been written years before by Charles 
Wesley. They seemed to be right on 
target with Mendelssohn’s wishes... 
“Hark! the Herald Angels Sing, Glory 
to the Newborn King.”

Toronto - In the wake of recent fire tragedies in On- 
tario, the Fire Marshal of Ontario is urging fire de- 
partments to adopt a zero tolerance approach when 
it comes to enforcing Fire Code smoke alarm re- 
quirements, effective immediately. 

“It’s frustrating that homeowners are not taking 
the law seriously, and recognizing the importance 
of smoke alarms. People are dying because of this,” 
said Fire Marshal Bernard Moyle. 

Moyle has sent a letter to every Fire Chief in 
Ontario asking them to enforce a zero tolerance 
approach and to prosecute homeowners and land- 
lords who are not in compliance with the Fire Code 
smoke alarm requirements.” 

Since March 2006, 28 fatal fires have occurred 
where smoke alarm performance has been docu- 
mented. Of these fires, 12 did not even have a smoke 
alarm installed. Three had their power sources dis-

to sound a warning. 
“This is unacceptable and reflects the need for 


Ontario fire departments to take a stronger stance 
on smoke alarm enforcement,” said the Fire Mar- 
shal. “It’s the homeowner's responsibility to install 
and maintain smoke alarms in accordance with the 
Jaw. When are people going to get the message that 
smoke alarms saves lives? Unless people correctly 
install smoke alarms right after purchasing them, 
these life-saving devices cannot give occupants those 
precious seconds they need to escape a fire.” 

In March 2006, the Ontario Fire Code was amend- 
ed to require smoke alarms on every floor as well 
as outside all sleeping areas. Since then, the OFM 
experienced an outpouring of information from fire 
departments about people who had safely escaped

sate. Farm debt in Ontario grew from $4.8 
billion in 1981 to $12.1 billion in 2004 and 
continues to grow. Calls for a Risk Man- 
agement Plan (RMP) from a wide range 
of farm groups have fallen on deaf ears in 
Queen's Park 

Politicians have failed to stem the decline 
of rural Ontario,” added Robertson, “Yet 
they seem to think their efforts should be 
rewarded with a pay hike. Food is a basic 
necessity, and farmers are essential to the 
economy, yet little action has been taken 
The NFU challenges all MPPs, particularly 


the Minister of Agriculture and those rep- 


resenting rural ridings, to forgo any raise 
until Ontario implements realistic solutions 
to stop the bleeding in farm incomes. 


Robertson concluded that despite all the 
evidence of the farm income crisis, farm- 
ers are often lectured about how support 
programs may be misused on “non-es- 
sential” items. 

I think the people of Ontario should be 
concerned that any MPP pay raise may be 
misused for luxury items like vacations and 
new cars,” he said. “MPPs should be required 
to submit receipts for all spending related to 
this government income program.”

Disposal 

Artificial Christmas “trees” usually last between 7 and 10 
years. Because they cannot be recycled when they are no lon- 
ger needed, they either end up at the land fill or in the incin- 
erator. When dumped ata landfill, it takes generations before 
it will breakdown, and in so doing, take up land space. When 
they are incinerated, dangerous dioxins and other carcino- 
gens are released into the air which can pose serious health 
ike cancer.

Conversely, real Christmas trees are completely recyclable 
and biodegradable. They can be grown in the backyard for 
wildlife habitat, and when the Christmas season is finished, 
be chipped for mulch or used for firewood. 

Where Trees Come From 

Real Christmas trees are planted much like an agricultural 
crop, providing wildlife habitat as they grow. They stabilize 
and protect the soil from erosion and act as a natural air filter, 
removing carbon dioxide. Each acre of growing Christmas trees 
provides the necessary daily amount of oxygen for 18 people. 
Trees also sequester carbon dioxide, a greenhouse gas, from the 
air. They provide rural employment to farmers and contribute 
millions of dollars to the rural Canadian economy. 

Finally, most artificial Christmas “trees” are produced in 
factories in China, Taiwan, and Korea where less stringent 
environmental regulations exist. By purchasing these for- 
eign-produced products you weaken the ability of € anadian 
growers and associated industries to make a living.
